The Resignation of Mr. Villard to 
be Announced on Thursday, 


Report of the Executive Committee of the 
Oregon Transcontinental Company—Mr. 
Gould Says the Price of Stocks Has 
Touched Bottom. 


By Telegraph tothe Post-Dispatch. 

New York, January 1.—The resignation 
of Mr. Henry Villard as president of the 
Northern Pacific, is in the hands of the di- 
rectors, but has not been publicly announced, 
It is probable that it will be at or before the 
annual meeting of the company on the 4th 
inst. There were any number of wild ru- 
mors in circulation yesterday regarding Mr. 
Villard. It was said that he was dangerously 
sick, that he was actually insane, or at leastt 
that his mind was shattered ; that he was soon 
to leave for Europe: that he had made 
over all his property tothe O. T's.“ as res- 
titution and so on. All these are, of course, 
simply exaggerations or grossly false. Mr. 
Villard is indeed sick from nervous prostra- 
tion, caused by the months of intense excite- 
ment through which he has passed. Tune

A MISSING SALESMAN. 


The Employers of Leon Cronson Want 
Him. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New Tonk, January 1.—Goldsmith & 
Kuhn, diamond merchants, of Nos, 33 and 
35 John street, offer a reward of $5,000 for 
the capture of Leon Cronson, a traveler, whe 
has not been seen by his employers since 
November 6, At that time Herman Gold- 
smith,the senior partner, was in Europe, and 
Adolph Kuhn, the junior partner, sent 
Cronson upon the road with a stock worth 
$30,000. On the llth of Noveuber Cronson 
wrote from Albany and received $5,009 worth 
of additional stock. He went westward on 
the Central Railroad to Buffalo, stopping to 
make sales at intermediate points. The firm 
wrote to him at Buffalo, asking for remit- 
tances, but Cronson answered on November 
22d that the customers were short of cash 
and would send money in a few days. From 
Buffalo the errant salesman went to Toledo, 
Cleveland, Chicago, Detroit and Milwau- 
kee. 


HE WROTE FROM CHICAGO 
on December 1, still saying that sales were 
brisk, but buyers dilatoryin paying. Hav- 
ing visited St. Paul, Council Bluffs, Minne- 
apolis, St. Joe and Atchison, Cronson wrote 
to his employers from Lincoln, Neb., on De- 
cember 11. Another undated letter from 
Kansas City, supposed to have been writien 
about December 15, followed, and since then 
the firm have heard nothing from their 
traveler. They sent a letter to Kansas City, 
but it returned with the formal announce- 
ment that the person addressed could not be 
found. Cronson's father is in the cigar 
business at No. 52 Allen street, and lives at 
No. 143 Clinton street. The missing man’s 
wife lives with her father-in-law. It is said 
that she and her husband are not on truly 
conjugal terms. Goldsmith & Kuhn em- 
ployed a private detective to visit Cronson’s 
relatives to learn when they had 
LAST HEARD FROM HIM. 

They said that his last letter was dated De- 
cember 15. A salesman for another diamond 
house said that he saw Cronson with a 
woman in Detroit on the outward trip. 
Cronson is a native of Poland, and is*30 
-years old. He bas been with Goldsmith 
& Kuhn abéut two years. He was educated 
in Berlin, and spoke half a dozen languages 
fluently. In person he was about 5 feet 8 
inches high, broad shouldered and thin in 
the flanks. He had a fair complexion, curi- 
ing blonde hair, gray eyes, high cheek bones 
and sunken cheeks, whose contour is hidden 
by bushy, reddish whiskers. In the absence 
of all information the firm do not know 
whether Cronson has robbed them or been 
foully dealt with. Mr. Goldsmith called at 
police headquarters yesterday and stated the 
facts to Inspector Byrnes.

So complex has the etiquette precribed for 
the New Year’s cailer become tuat it is 
no wonder so very few are able to conform 
literally to every requirement of it. This 
morning a young man just about to enter a 
stately mansion on Washington avenue 
where a considerable number of the fairest 
belles of the city were arrayed in grand 
tenue, was heard to murmur to his friend: 
“I wonder if every one of those girls will ex- 
pect a card.“ Before his question could be 
answered, the vestibule doors swung, open 
and the Nudian lodge-keeper was waiting for 
the card referred to.

Water Commissioner Whitman Talks 
About Cheap Bids and Bidders. 

Water Commissioner Whitman this morn- 
ng wished a Post-DIsPATCH reporter a 
happy new year, and then proceeded to talk 
about the new water-works engine. What 
—— nonsense all this worry about the new 
engine is! The facts are just this: We were 
forced to let Ramsey build the engine be- 
cause he was the lowest bidder. Now I did 
not believe at the time that he bad the tools 
with which to construct such a piece of ma- 
chinery. There is a shop in Hartford, two 
in Philadelphia, one in Milwaukee, and one 
at West Point which could turn out a satis- 
isfactory pumping engine. ‘Taey all bid, but 
the board could not exercise its judgment in 
making the award, but were tied down 
to the City Counselor’s opinion that the 
“lowest” is the best“ bidder. Lam free to 
say that I believe we should have spent $20,- 
000 more, and then we would have an engine 
of which wef itsure. Now, as to the new 
engine, the castings are good, the forgings 
are g od, but the workmauship is bad. It is 
defects of that nature that we ae now rem- 
edying. We hold $6,000 of the contractor's 
money, Which cannut be paid him until the 
engine has run for six montis satislactorily. 
The changes we are making to that end wiil 
not cost upwards of $1,000, and are made at 
the expense of the contractor. ‘The ignorance 
shown by some men when they get to 
writing or talking about machine ry 
is astounding. A reporter of a morning pa- 
per learning that at an expense of about $50 
i was having a starting lever reversed on 
the new engine, figured it out in his mind 
that the engine had been so constructed that 
it pumped water from the reservuir into the 
river. Col Fiad, 8 got hold ot the 
young man before he got his discovery into 
print. linsist that as important a matter as 
a pumping engine should not be trusted to 
the chances of being let to the lowest bidder, 
irrespeciive of who the bidder is or what 
kiud of a machine he will build. I wanted 
the Board to let me go abead under the 
cuarter aud buy an engine. Read section 2 
of article 4 of the Revised Ordinances, aud 
you will see it set forth. 

“The doing of all work and furnishing of 
all materiais fur the water works shall be let 
out by the commissioner in the same man- 
ner as other publie work, except in cases 
where it is not practical to do such work or 
furnish such material by contract.” I held 
that the purchase ol‘an engine was a case 
where it was not practical, but the Board 
were against me, Lhe new engine will be 
running ali smoothly by February 1.

The young lrishman—for 
he was a mere boy—seemed familiar with all 
tne methods and furmulas of this chemical 
compound, aud stated that so sanguine were 
they of the success of their scheme, ther 
had made arrangements to bring a celebrated 
Russian professor, who also combined the 
business of nihilism with his legitimate cali- 
ing, over to St. Louis to deliver a series of 
lectuies. The reporter does not know that 
the Russian professor ever came, but 
whether he did or not, the school remains or- 
ganized as of yore, although there may be no 
more active work among its members. The 
manufacture of dynamite and infernal ma- 
chines may have stopped, but the 
old spirit Irish nationalism 18 
there yet, as will be seen.

McCOIM’sS BILL. 

A bill proposed by Representative McCorp 
of the Judiciary Committee and providing 
that Presidential electors shall retain their 
functions with power to fill vacancies in the 
office of President and Vice-President to the 
end of each Presidential term, is said to be 
meeting with much favor in Washing- 
ton, 

We are told that this carries out the idea 
of the Constitution and insures for four 
years acontinuance in power of the party 
that carries the Presidential election. But 
instead of carrying out the idea of the Con- 
stitution it materially alters the election 
scheme provided for by that instrument. It 
confers on the Presidential electors func- 
tions not conferred by the Constitution, 
which authorizes them to meet but once and 
record their votes but once for a President 
and but once fora Vice-President. If they 
fail to elect, the Constitution provides that 
the House shall elect the President 
and the Senate the Vice-President. ‘This 
power cannot be taken away from 
the two Houses and intrusted to another 
body without an amenament of the Consti- 
tution, and the power conferred on Congress 
to deciare what officer shall act as President 
wher the offices of both President ana Vice- 
President become vacant by death, removal 
or disability, until the disability is removed 
or a President is elected,” does not author- 
ize the institution of a permanent body un- 
known to the Constitution to fill vacancies 
by a different process. 

Presidential Electors are disqualified if 
they hold any office of trust or profit under 
the United States, and Electoral Colleges 
continued for four years would be quickly 
revolutionized by death and disqualification. 
The idea of the Constitution, plainly ex- 
pressed, is that Congress shall by law de- 
clare what eee President

President by an Electoral College to fill a 
vacancy is not contemplated by the Consti- 
tution, and cannot be provided for by a valid 
act of Congress until the organic law is 
amended, and the amendment we want ts 
one that will simplify rather than compli- 
cate the Presidential election an d succession 
in all possible cases.

AMERICAN TYPES. ; 

There is a theory among ethnologists that 
the Caucasians of this country are in every 
respect, save color, rapidly approximating 
the type of the aboriginal American, physic- 
ally and morally. Tall, straight and slender 
white men, with high cheek bones, eagle 
noses and keen eyes, are continu- 
ally startling the foreign visitor to this coun- 
try by their resembiance to “the 
noble red man.” His differentiation from 
the original Caucasian type is ascribed to our 
climate and the ozone in our atmosphere, 
while the development of a peculiar intensity 
in our intellectual and moral character is 
ascribed to the moral ozone of our political 
and social life. Whatever the cause, it 
really does seem that we are be- 
coming more emotional, and, if not 
more passionate, certainly more tragic 
in our passions than any other people on the 
earth. Col. RATHBONE, one Of the few 
Americans residing with his family in Ger- 
many, by killing his wife and committing 
suicide the other day directed Euro- 
pean attention to the frequency of such 
tragedies in the United States. Daliy 
the columns of our papers teem with emo- 
tional murders and suicides, such as are of 
rare occurrence even among the hot-blooded 
Latin nations of Europe.

THE LAND QUESTION. 

Members of the Publie Lands Committeg 
are giving out that wirile there are 25,000,000 
acres of land grants which should certainly 
be declared forfeited, there are some 75,000, 
000 acres more as to which the question 
is not so clear. This kind of talk will be ge 
cepted by the land grabbers as formal 
notice that if they want that land they must 
„see“ somebody about it, Ww 

There is one infallible rule to which all 
these land grant questions are referable and 
unless it is applied alike to all of them 
there will be scandal. Every grant of which 
the conditions have not been honestly and 
squarely complied with by the grantees, is 
legally and equitably subject to forfeiture 
and should be at once declared forfeited, 
and the public is entitled. to the benefit of 
all doubts in the premises. It is well-known 
that this rule will restore to the public 
domain not less than 100,000,000 acres that 
should never have been granted in the frst 
place. 

Public opinion is unmistakably, emphatic- 
ally, overwhelmingly against any further 
land grants to railroadg, and therefore in 
favor of the revocation of all that are legally 
and fairly revocable. Not to deciare for- 
feited any grant thatis forfeitable on ac- 
count of the grantee’s failure to fulfill the 
conditions on which he accepted is prae- 
tically the same as making a new grant. 

The monster evil now afflicting some por- 
tions of this country and threatening the 
entire Union is the immense areas of land 
clutched in the “dead hand” of cor- 
porations. We want no more of it, 
and this Congress should not only 
rescue all the land that can be restored to 
the people, but it should enact all laws nec- 
essary to subject railroad lands to local tax- 
ation, and to enforce the original terms of 
the grantsin regard to the sale of the land. 

It is known that Washington will swarm 
with bribers this winter as never before, and 
that all the venal members will be hired to 
do the bidding of millionaire monopolists 
and log-rolling land-grabbers. No ha!f-way 
work will vindicate the character of this 
Congress. It was elected to drive the lobby 
out of Washington disappointed, defeated 
and howling. A failure todo this will put 
this Democratic House ona level with its 
Republican predecessors, and bring a form- 
idable independent anti-imonopoly party into 
the field next year.

Louis Speculators. 


How Corn Grades in Chieago- The Janu- 
ary Grain Deliveries. 


The Merchants’ Exchange was closed to 
business to-day, but whena reporter dropped 
into the first floor of the Cnamber of Com- 
merce this morning, the noise that greeted 
his ears drew him into one of the “bucket 
shops” where he found a large crowd of the 


Exchange members. St. Louis was one of 
the few markets that shut up shop for two 
days’ holiday. Chicago and Toledo had their 


Boards of Trade open as usual. The Chi- 
cago quotations were. received as usual by 
the telegraph companies and posted on the 
biackboards at the different “bucket 
shops.” Most of the leading lights of the 
St. Louis grain market assembled in Fred 
Von Phul’s open exchange, nd for a while 
there was pretty lively trading among them. 
They started in jubilant, for the earliest tele- 
grams from Chicago reported a drop in 
wheat and corn, the May option selling off 
to $1 02% for wheat and 58% for corn. A 
Liverpool cable was received that gave de- 
clines in both wheat and corn and dull 
markets. Emboldened by this the St. Louis 
crowd of bears sailed in to hammer the 
home market. They sold May wheat down 
to $108% and May corn to 51%, and large 
lumps of fifty and hundred thousaud bush- 
els were freely offered around for 
sale. The bears had large arrivals of 
grain to favor them. Much to 
the astonishment of most traders, 
the receipts of wheat here footed up some 
seventy-five cars. As it has been claimea 
that the surplus in the country tributary to 
this market was about cleared up, these 
large receipts rather surprised every one. 
Most of this wheat came over the North 
Missouri road, having been picked up at 
different stations along the road, Corncame 
in to a large amount. 

saw a train about a mile long come in 
on the Frisco this morning,” said Joe Mat- 
thews; and all of it treight loaded with 
corr.” 

The inspections at an early hour this 
morning were near 300 cars, and of this fully 
three-fourths inspected No. 3, Receipts 
in Chicago were heavy,too, private telegrams 
reporting 256 cars wheat and 745 cars corn.

He Has 40 Men Ready to Assist in the Work 


The Argument Progressing — Sentiment 
Veering Now Towards Probable Acquittal. 


Special Correspondenee of the Post-Disnatch. 

HL Lsnono, II., December 31.—The last 
day of the year was spent by the attorneys 
in the Bond case here in an endeavor to win 
over the minds of the jury to their way of 
thinking. Fiveof the eight lawyers in the 
case have now got their work in on the hon- 
est twelve, and to-morrow, New Year's 
day, Judge Thornton, the Demosthenes of 
the defense, and Judge Edwards, the Cicero 
of the prosecution, will make the greatest 
efforts of their lives. There has been no 
really good speech made yet. The lawyers 
that have spoken so far have demonstrated 
that whatever else they excel in they cannot 
lay much claim to the possession of that 
priceless pearl, the gift of oratory. Their 
arguments have been strong and for- 
cible, but not 80 strong or 
forcible as to weaken the impervions- 
ness of the jury. There is a constant allega- 
tion and denial, an exaggeration of circum- 
stances on the side of the State, and a ridi- 
cule of them on the side of the defense. 
James J. McBride of the defence, a youn 
Taylorville lawyer. has made the best speec 
so far, though Judge Vandever, this even- 
ing, isarguingin an able manner, r. 
M. Taylor of the prosecution made the most 
acceptable address, as he only took up two 
hours time. Judge McCaskell of the de- 
fense spoke nearly all afternoon, He began, 
to use a trite expression, like alion and con- 
cluded like alamb. The * appear to 
have an idea that time is the criterion of an 
argument; that is tosay, that

the better is the speech. Speculation, since 
the close of the evidence has been altogether 
as to the length of time each attorney would 
take in speaking, and it has been rather 
amusing to observe how far these reckoners 
went astray.

he made a five-hours’ speech. J. J. McBride 
was to take up two hours; he saw the 
prophets two better. J. M. Taylor was to 
speak for an hour and ten minutes, but he 
beat that record by forty minutes.

THE ROAD TO RUIN, 


A New Year's Story Which Contains 
Much More Truth than Fiction. 
Written forthe Post-Dispatcn. 

A few years ago many less lucky beings 
walking from the terminus of a street car 
running on a respectable and all-patronized 
line to their homes. across miry lots and 
dismal, unfrequeuted byways, cast envious 
glances at a tall, handsome red brick house, 
finished in grey undressed stone, occupying 
a prominent position on a western avenue, 
with an iron railing and gate, shutting out 
the commoner from the palatial front door, 
with two stained-glass panels, emitting 
through their different lights the subdued 
beams of a hall chandelier. 

Two men were passing with their chins 
sunk in the upturned collars of their over- 
coats New Year’s eve, when the whole front 
of this comfortable, if not stately, residence 
was brilliantiy illuminated.

Mr. Hewitt on the Existing Tariff 
and the Depression in Iron 
ea Text. 


Statement of the Respective Positions of the 
Two Great Parties.

ber 20, 1883, and is as follows: 
Dran Srr—I am * receipt of your letter 
in which You say: The Argus is now en- 
in an inquiry into the causes and ef- 
of the presept depression of the iron in- 
dustry, It is especially desired to be known 
what relation this state of things bears to 
existing tariff conditions.’ You ask my 

opinion in reference to these points. 

“I answer, that the proximate cause of the 
present depression of the iron industry is to 
be found in the fact that the capacity for 
prodaging iron is in excess of its actual oou- 

ption, not only in this country, but In 
those foreign countries which are ſarge pro- 
ducérs of iron and steel, When the supply 
exceeds the demand prices fall. Establish- 
ments which cannot produce at the current 
price without loss are compelled to suspend 
operations, and thus comes the actual de- 
pression to which you refer. ‘Ihe ultimate 
Causes of such a state of things are usually 
manifold; sometimes they are too obscure to 
be discovered with certainty. For example: 
The influence of abundant harvests, or of a 
failure of crops, upon the general condition 
of tudustry is unquestioned. Yet these very 
causes may produce prosperity in some 
branches of business, wile they produce de- 
pression lu others. Soin regard to the in- 
fluence of tariff legislation. If duties are 
suddenly raised at a time wheu there is a de- 
mand for the foreign product, prices will go 
iP, and the iron business will be prosperous. 
if, on the other hand, duties are reduced. so 
as to admit of a larger supply of the foreign 
product, the domestic business will for tue 
time being be unfavorably affected aud de- 
pression will result. 

These, however, are only immediate and 
temporary effects. As a matter of fact, prior 
to 1878, under the highest tariff ever known 
in this country, we had a long period of de- 
pression in the iron business. But about 
that time railway enterprises were under- 
taken ona large scale, producing a sudden 
demand for more iron and steel than the 
world was prepared to supply. Prices ad- 
vanced all over the worid, and to these high 
prices was added the very high rate of duty 
then prevailing upon foreign iron brought 
into this country. The prvfits of the do- 
mestic business becawe exeessive, and the 
owners of existing works pgoceeded to en- 
large their capacity to the utmost, in order 
to gather this harvest of great protits, while 
new capital was atiracied into a field in 
which the returns were known to be abnor- 
mally large. ‘he business bving tuus over- 
done, a glut of iron resulted, and the reaction 
has Drought about a state of things even 
worse than that which existed prior to 1878. 

CAUSES OF THE EXISTING EVIL. 

“The evil from which we now suffer-is, 
therefore, largely due to the fact that the 
war tariff iinposed higher duties thau were 
heeded for protection, thus giving excessive 

rofits to the manufacturers in a period when 

he profits would have been large enough 
without such high protective duties. We are 
suffering from unnatural stimulation, whieh 
aggravated the excitement when the public 
interest required that it be allayed, and now 
aggravates the depression by the excessive 
capacity for prod uction which it engendered. 
How long this depression will continue no 
wan can predict. But inasmuch as eras of 
ahd depression succeed each 
ether in cycles, it is certain that sooner ur 
later we shall come again to the period when 
the demand for iron will exceed the supply. 
Uniess our revenue legislation be meanwhile 
relormed we shall then have a repetition of 
the experience through which we have 
passed since 1878, an experience which 
shows that excessive profits are, in reaiity, 
of no real benefit either to the manufacturer, 
except in rare instances, or to the country at 
large, While the evils resuiting from them 
are serious. ‘hey are especially injurious to 
the wurkingmen uf the country, Wuv are the 
chief sufferers when the inevitable reaction 
to unnatural expansion narrows the feid of 
employment for labor. 

Ihe lesson to be derived from this experi- 
cares! that the duties on all kinds of iron 
sho never exceed the lowest possible 
point which, in time of depression, will pro- 
tect the domestic market from the flood uf 
foreign iron whieh otherwise wight be 
poured into its jap. Such rates of duty, 
provided they are specific, will, on the aver- 
age, yield the largest amount of revenue, be- 
cause, when the price rises, and the producer 
no lounger needs protection, the customer who 
does need protection can then supply his 
wants ata fair price in the foreign market 
without paying an increased duty if he can- 
not get equally tair terms at home. 

“Morever, the experience of ali commercial 
nations has shown that moderate specific 
duties afford the oniy safeguard against 
frauds in the revenue, as weil irom smug- 

ling as from undervalution in the invoices. 
The blind adherence to ad valorem duties in 
our existing tariff has only served to throw 
the importing trade into the hands of for- 
eigners and to drive out reputabie American 
huuses from this business. 

REMEDIES PROPOSED. 

“The reduction ofextra protective duties to 
a reasohable standard of specitic duties is, 
therefore, the only practicable means of 
avoiding an unhealthy expansion of business 
when it is active. Extra protective duties 
merely result in overproduction, in the gen- 
eral derangement of industry and in couse- 
quent suflering to the workingmen by the 
loss of employment and the reduction of 
wages. They must be made to realize that 
the only fund out of which their wages can 
be paid is produced by the money which is 
received forthe product of industry. Out 
of this fund must first be paia the cost of the 
raw materia!, and next the remuneration for 
the capital employed in the work of produc- 
tion. What remains is the amount available 
for the payment of wages. Hence, the 
cheaper we can get raw materials and capi- 
tai, the more we can pay for the labor en- 

aged in manufactures. High rates of in- 
rest and high-priced raw materials means, 
therefore, lower wages for labor, while 
cheap raw materials and cheap capital mean 
higher wages for labor. ‘The workingmen 
thus have an interest, direct and inmiediate, 
in removing the duty from raw materials, as 
well in the iron business as in every other 
brauch of industry carried on in this coun- 
try. By raw materials 1 mean fuel, ali food 
products, all materials to which no process 
of manufacture hgs been applied, all metailic 
ores andall waste poem which are fit 
only to be manufactured, 
2590 far as any relief can be provided by leg- 
isiation for the existing state of affairs, the 
remedy must be found, first, in frecing raw 
materials froth ail duties, and secondly, in 
imposing rates of duty on manufactured pro- 
ducts not more than sufficient to make 
the difference in the amount paid for labor 
in the production of any given article in this 
country, as compared with the amount paid 
tor the same labor in other ries with

follows public-opinion; the true statesman. 

His constant um should be to 
make clear to those who depend upon tneir 
daily labor for their daily bread the real 
basis upon which their welfare rests, and 
then to trust to their intelligeuce and votes 
for support. Success on any other condition 
would be dishonor. Any party which ex- 
pects to get power by playing the game of 
‘*hide and seek” in politics does not deserve 
and will not gain the confidence of the 
country, 

THE ONLY LIVING ISSUE. 

The only living issud, then, between the 
two great political parties which divide the 
country, as I understand it, is this—whether 
the revenue system shal! be reformed, and 
upon what basis of priscipie it shall Be set- 


tled. 

The Republican party believes in the doc- 
trine of protection for the sake of protection. 
It insists that protective duties are constitu- 
tional and are necessary in order to insure 
to the workingmen a fair remuneration for 
their labor. It would, therefore, impose du- 
ties as nearly prohibitory as possible on arti- 
cles produced in this country, and as a policy 
wake free those articles which are net or 
cannot be produced here. 

The Democratic party insists that the Con- 
stitution merely provides for the imposition 
of duties for revenue and not for protection, 
except so far as duties so im necessa- 
rily afford incidenta! protection; that pro- 
teetive duties can not and do not favorably 
aifect the general rate of wages; that legisla- 
tion is powerless to permanently increase the 
remuneration for labor, altho it may se- 
riously impair it; that protection can divert 
laborand capital {rom more profitable into less 
profitable channels of industry. It recog- 
nizes, however, the fact that the protective 
system has been so longin force, and isso 
intrenched in judicial construction as to 
make it idle now to raise the constitutional 
question; that the amount of capital and 
labor now engaged in the protected indus- 
tries is too great to admit of any legislation 
likely to do them any real inquiry; that the 
only reform now possibleis in the reduc- 
tion and removal of duties which are no 
longer needed to insure their continued ex- 
istence ; that these excessive duties are in 
reality obstructive to their prosperity; that 
duties op raw materials should be remov 
because duties constitute a practical deduc- 
tion from the wages of labor. If the ques- 
tion were an open one the Demoerrtic party 
would prefer th raise tLe public revenue by 
duties imposed upon articles not produced in 
this country and trust to natural laws for 
the development of its industries. But the 
question is foreclosed by the great extent of 
the protected industries replacing dead in- 
dustries which otherwise would have 
thriven. 

TARIFF REFORM A NECESSITY. 

The Democratic party, recognizing the ne- 
cessity, therefore, of reforming the tariff in 
such a way as not to deprive these industries 
of the incidental protection afforded by 
reasonable revenue duties, insists that the 

rotective system shali not be enlarged, and 

lieves that moderate duties, producing in 
the average of years a sufficient 3 
adequate for protection at the only t 
when it is now needed—that is, in 
times, when our foreign competitors would 
seek to get rid of their surplus product iu 
our markets, which, considering that an idle 
population is the greatest sociai calamity, 
we must then preserve in order to give em- 
ployment to our labor e in the pro- 
tected industries; that at all other periods ex- 
tra protective duties merely give excessive 
profits to one class at the expense of other 
classes, ending in overproduction, stagna- 
tion of business and irregular employment 
for labor, powerless to protect itself against 
the errors of legislation, and the selfish 
action of capita! striving for unreasonabie 
profits. The condition of the business of 
the country at this time is conclusive proof 
that the protective system cannot relieve 
either labor or capita! from the consequences 
of overproduction, which is its legitimate re- 
sult. 

Between the political parties representing 
these two opposing views the country is soon 
to make its choice. ‘The Republican party 
offers no remedy for the pelicy which has 

roduced the existing paralysis of industry. 

he Democratic party proposes to open the 
way to freer markets, fuller trade and better 
wages, by abolishing the duties on raw ma- 
terials and removing the N obstructive 
features of the tariff. If the Democratic 
House shall frame and pass a judicious 
measure of revenue reform, carefully adjust- 
ed to the actual condition of our r 

industries. and the Republican Senate sha 
refuse to concur, the issue will be fairly 
joined. ‘Ihe people can then decide whether 
the do-nothing aol now in power shall be 
replaced by an administration which will re- 
move the artificial barriers to healthy prog- 
ress. When this is done, and not till then, 
will the country realize thatit is no longer 
an infant at nurse, but a veritable giant, 
only requiring “ample room ana verge 
enough” ior the free play of the. vast ener- 
gies.

Sporting Sundries—Diamend Chips—Terf

The Union Association has had a hard 
time in making up its teams, and yet the 
several clubs, considering how late they were 
in the field, have done remarkably well in 
securing players. It was their avowed pur- 
pose to honor all contracts, and this cer- 
tainly was a great point in their favor, which 
has been strictly observed by Mr. Lucas of 
the St. Louis club and other managers. 
In regard to thelr infractions against the re- 
serve rule no one could or did take note of, 
outside of a very few personages who are 
wrapped up in that line of policy. Indeed, 
public sentiment was very largely with any 
association which was calculated to do 
away with an _ injustice. It was a 
feeling of this nature which gave the 


American Association its first strength and 
indorsement, as it was looked upon as an in- 
novator against some of the hidebound 
abuses of the League. Now, up to a 
few days ago there bas been a mutual 
respect paid to contracts made in g 
faith, and this was as it should be. 
But the Cincinnati Commercial-Gazette 
makes a very serious and explicit charge 

ainst the Union managers of that city, 
which, if true, will culminate in a very bitter 
and dangerous phase of the rivalry already 
begun, and which will, if it spreads, work an 
enormous injury to all base-ball Interests. 
The Commercial-Gazette says: 

The only one to be tempted was Charles 
Barber, whom the Cincinnati Unions signed 
after persuading him to break his contract in 
Fort Wayne. This boy received a salary of 
$50 per month, or $300, for his services in the 
East last year, and had signed with the Fort 
Waynes for a tittle more. So when the Cin- 
nati Unions bribed him with $1,400 it was 
too great a temptation. Outof pity for the 
young man the Fort Waynes were induced 
to release him instead of expeiling him—the 
more so as he was not a player of much value 
to bother about.“ 

That the Union clubs, and especially the 
Cincinnati Union avengers, have been trying 
to bribe Association and League players to 
break existing contracts and sign with them 
there is not the shadow of a doubt. The 
proof exists. A gentleman of this city re- 
marked to the writer Thursday evening: 
I understand the Union Ciubof this city 
is trying to get Mountjoy away from you.’ 

“We replied: Oh, Mountjoy has signed, 
you know, with the Cincinnati Club, and has 
accepted considerable advance money.’ 

That makes no difference,’ insisted he; 
‘they are tempting him.’ 

“The writer knew full well that no such 
attempt on their part would avail them any- 
thing tor their pains, but to settle the truth 
of the ramor, he sent the following telegram 
to Mountjoy Friday: 

„Has any Union Association Club ap- 
proached you to sign with them?’ 

His answer came yesterday, promptly and 
to the point, in the following words: 

„es. Was offered twenty-nine hundred 
dollars.“ 

This is nota oa matter to regard, 
and, as it is in direct opposition to what has 
been given to the fablie by Mr. Lucas, Mr. 
Warren White the secretary, Mr. Hender- 
son and the other leaders in the Union move- 
ment, it is to be hoped thatin the interests 
of base-ball they will put a curb on their 
Cincinnati confreres. No damage can be 
done except in a general way and a defec- 
tion of that kind would work injury to all. 
in a struggle for players of this nature, it 
would be much easier for the League and 
the American Association to bring their 
men over than it would be for the Union 
clubs te do so, and the latter would have the 
argument against them. Observe all con- 
tracts, gentiemen, when made in good faith, 
aud do not begin a policy of breaking them. 


Remarkable Games of 83. 
Al H. Wright in the Clipper, has compiled 
some curious and interesting figures, and 
amongst these are the following: * 


In 1883 there were 182 games played of ten 
or more innings, and fourteen of these re- 
sulted in the score stiil remaining tied. The 
most prolonged game ofthe season was the 
one played at South Orange, N. J., October 
11 between nines of St. John’s College and 
Seton Hall, the latter making the winning 
run in the last Half of the fifteenth inning, 
the score at the finish being 6to5. There 
were ten fourteen inning — seven games 
of thirteen innings each, eighteen of twelve 
innings each, two of which were drawn on 
account of darkness; fifty-elght eleven in- 
ning games, including one between the Ind- 
janapolis and Springtieid Clubs, August 23, in 
which neither was able to score a run, and 
the one between the Philadelphia and Chi- 
cago Clubs, July 25, in which Chicago scered 
nine runs in the last inning, thereby coming 
off victorious by a score of llto2. There 
were eighty-eight teninning games, eleven 
— 8 were stopped by darkness and end- 

na tie. 


In over 200 games one side failed to score 
a run, 128 being championship games. The 
most ouvue-sided games include the one played 
at Graud Forks, Dak., May 30, the home 
team making fifty-four runs, while the visit- 
ing Larimore Club was blanked. The Mer- 
ritt Club of Camden defeated the Alaska of 
New York, April 14, by a score of 36 to 0, 
and the Providence demolished the Philadel- 
phia, August 21, by a score of 28 to 0. 

The score remained a tie at the conclusion 
of thirty-live games last season, including 
two of twelve innings, two of eleven in- 
nings, eleven of ten innings, thirteen of 
nine innings, ‘three each of eight and seven 
innings, and one of five innings. In twenty- 
nine of these games darkness intervened 
béfore the question of superiority could be 
settled. Four games were stopped by ruin, 
one terminated on account of a dispute over 
a decision of the umpire, and another one 
was left unfiluished by reason of the visiting 
club’s desife to catch a train.“
